SHOWS METHOD OF 
TAX FORECLOSURE 


There is'a general - impression 
that the buyer of a tax sale cer- 
tificate gets title to land by the 
mere purchase of the certificate, | 
but this" impression seems to be 
wrong—the process appears to be 
a foreclosure proceeding similar | 
to foreclosure under a mortgage, | 
requiring publication of a notice 
to the ownér of the land that a| 
suit bas been brought against him | 
in the circuit court. |
